TRADITION VS. HISTORY 


It is a mournful.reflection—but we 
see no way of avoiding it—that some 
day there will be a powerful and sa¬ 
cred tradition in America, a nd it will 
say that the first man to cross the 
Atlantic in a flying machine was 
Charles Lindbergh. And then, after 
a great lapse of time, there will arise 
a historian who will say he has dis¬ 
covered that Lindbergh was not the 
first but that there were two men 
named Alcock and Brown, who did it 
before him. And probably the histor¬ 
ian will be lynched, and disloyalty, 
and then h doubt will creep in, and 
finally a great controversy will rage 
and homes will be broken up over it, 
and presidential elections will be 
fought on the issue, and life will be 
generally very miserable for a long 
time. And then, perhaps after centur¬ 
ies, sanity will return to the earth 
again, and it will be agreed that the 
controversy shall abide the issue of 
a sporting wager. And two men, one 
a champion of Lindbergh, and the 
other a champion of Alcock and Brown 
will push peanuts with their noses all 
down Wall Street; and if the one 
wins, it will be settled forever that 
Lindbergh first flew the Atlantic, and 
if the other, it will be known beyond 
question that the honor must go to 
Alcock and Brown.—Vancouver Pro¬ 
vince. 


OFFICIAL ENGLISH 

French rapidly is giving way to 
English as the official language of the 
diplomatic corps in Washington. Be¬ 
fore the worjd war, foreign govern¬ 
ments did not consider it essential 
that the heads of their missions to 
the United States and the attaches of 
the embassies and legations study 
English before going to Washington. 
French, German and their native lang' 
uage was considered sufficient, but 
rapid growth of Washington as a dip 
lomatic centre and the fact that few 
Americans speak any foreign lang¬ 
uage sufficiently to understand the 
quips and turns of diplomatic deal¬ 
ings, brought the necessity of every 
diplomat understanding some English 
before being assigned to Washington.

ALBERTA FUR TRADE 


The Alberta fur trade of the past 
year amounted to $4,306,634. This 
represents 1,447,918 pelts exported. 
The number of pelts shows a falling 
off from the previous year, but a bet¬ 
ter scale of prices prevailed. 

Muskrat proved the most produc¬ 
tive fur bearing animal, with 508,136 
hides valued at $660,776 exported. 
Next came beaver at $25 a pelt. The 
third was prairie wolf at an average 
price of $15. Badger came next at an 
average of $20. In all, 2463 silver 
black fox were exported with an av¬ 
erage of $70 a pelt, bross foxes to 
the number of 3083 brought $60. Red 
fox numbering 6355 brought $30 each 
Blue fox averaged $10, white fox $40, 
mink $15; raccoons $5; otter $30; rab 
bits average 10c.

ROAD WORK ON WAY 


Hon. O. L. McPherson has announc¬ 
ed his season’s program in connection 
with highways. All contracts fo* 
construction programs are let, which 
includes fourteen separate contracts. 
The work is further ahead than at, the 
corresponding time last jrear. Total 
expenditure for this year on'higlfways 
will be $5,238,000. Of this amount 
$1,500,000 was being spent on main 
highways, work ori the Peace and Jas¬ 
per highways and grading and level¬ 
ling. A further $1,150,000 will be 
spent on secondary and district roads. 
These two appropriations are drawn 
from capital account. 

From revenue account there was 
being spent on maintenance of roads, 
ferries and bridges another large 
amount^ One item of this income ac¬ 
count expenditure is $500,000 v N h«ng 
applied to grants to municipaP-flis- 
tricts. Maintenance of main high¬ 
ways will draw $541,000, while $57,- 
000 is being applied to ferries and 1 
$60,000 to bridges. On top of all ex¬ 
penditures above mentioned is anoth¬ 
er $1,430,000 representing the carry¬ 
ing charges on all bonds issued for 
the construction of roads, ferries and 
bridges. 

The minister stated that municipal¬ 
ities were taking a greater interest 
in district roads than ever before, 
while the quality of work being done 
was on a higher plane. Towns were 
taking advantage of the government’s 
50-50 offer in construction of roads 
through their boundary, only a few 
along the main highways having yet 
to join the scheme. 

NEEDLESS TRAGEDY 


A young Edmonton girl, ten years 
of age, under accusation of stealing 
some school books from the school, 
went home and took a dose of lysol, 
which resulted in death. 

While the jury at the inquest held 
no .one to blame for the tragedy, they 
advocated that in future cases which 
might arise where a child was accus¬ 
ed of theft in the schools the parents 
should be consulted before action was 
taken by the school authorities. 

Undoubtedly, this tragedy is unus¬ 
ual with such a culmination undream¬ 
ed of by any parties concerned. And 
yet these parties concerned will be 
oppressed for many a long day with 
the thought that a different handling 
of the situation might have averted 
the catastrophe. 

Life is sweet to a child of ten. By 
what terrifying fear was she ridden 


that she 'deliberately took her own 
life?’ The crime itself was not un¬ 
pardonable. What ten year old crime 
is? It was a matter of geography 
and examination papers, and it is 
said that she had confessed to the 
theft. 

Very often, similar situations come 
up before teachers all over the coun¬ 
try. the matter of weighing all ele¬ 
ments of the offense must be dealt 
with (wisely. The tendency must be 
corrected without ruining a child’s 
problem which teachers are called up¬ 
on to face constantly, and this one oc¬ 
curred in Edmonton, throws into re¬ 
lief the thousands of little problems 
of manners and morals which all 
teachers are handling, but which melt 
quietly into school routine, with the 
public none the wiser. 


GRAIN ACT 

Mr. G. M. Coote, M.P., has been on 
the sub-committee at Ottawa, work¬ 
ing on recommendations in connection 
with the Canada Grain Act. He 
writes’ of the result of the work of the 
committee. 

The chief recommendations to be 
incorporated in the Grain Act at this 
session are amendments: 

1. Mixing—To prohibit mixing in 
the four statutory grades of Red 
Spring Wheat, No. 1 Hard, No. I Nor¬ 
thern, No. 2 and No. 3 Northern, this 
to become effective August 1930. This 
will necessarily call for supervision 
of the binning of these grades. 

2. Out-turn Standard—The out¬ 
turn standard for all terminal eleva¬ 
tors for all statutory and commercial 
grades of Red Spring Wheat to be a 
composite sample equal to 75 per cent 
of the average quality of grade and 
20 per cent, of the minimum quality 
of such grade at the primary inspec¬ 
tion points. This is effective August 
1929. 

3. Grain Commissioners to consist 
of three members with four assistants 
—one each in Alberta, Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba and Kt. William. 

4. The farmers right to designate 

his terminal. The Board of Grain 
Commissioners may supply all grain 
tickets for use by elevator managers 
with a penalty for any operator who 
uses j any other ticket than that sup¬ 
plied by the Board. __ 

5. In connection with the barley 
grades, the object will be to make 
grades of |Canadian barley to meet 
the requirements of European buyers. 

6. In the grading of oats, the in¬ 
spection officers place a dockage for 


FIRST TO ASK LOANS 


Sixty farms scattered all over Brit¬ 
ish Columbia will be assisted in devel¬ 
opment by loans under the Canadian 
Farm Loan scheme to a total amount 
of $160,000 in the near future. The 
loans, the first ever made in Canada 
under the agricultural credits legisla¬ 
tion have been recommended to the 
Federal Farm Loan Board by the Brit 
ish Columbia board under George 
Sangster as superintendent. It is ex¬ 
pected they will be ratified almost 
immediately. Meanwhile other loan 
applications are under consideration. 
The average loan being extended now 
is just over $2,000 per farm and is 
well secured by the land and improve 
ments. In arranging these loans the 
British Columbia board has adopted 
as a fixed arrangement the maximum 
valuation of farm lands at $200 an 
acre, on which 1 up to $100 may be 
loaned. When, however, there are 
pNiarges against lands like mortgages 
or\capital costs for irrigation works, 
as in the Okanagan Valley, these 
must be deducted before the amount 
on which money can be loaned, is fix¬ 
ed.

DRIVERS’ LICENSE 
IS NOW NECESSARY 

The new auto drivers’ license regu¬ 
lations are no,w in effect and in this 
connection the government has made 
the following announcement: 

On and after July 1, 1929, no per 
son shall drive a motor vehicle on a 
highway in Alberta unless such per¬ 
son is in possession of a subsisting 
driver’s license or chauffeur’ license. 
The penalty js a severe one for driv¬ 
ing without a license. 

No driver’s license shall be issued 
to any person under the age of six¬ 
teen years. If the applicant is be¬ 
tween the ages of sixteen and 
eighteen, the application must bear 
the signature of the parent or guar¬ 
dian that the applicant is competent 
! to drive ea motor vehicle and is fami- 
, liar with the motor vehicle laws of 
the province and the erules of the 
road. 

Application cards may be obtained 
from any Alberta police officer, clerks 
of the court, dealers in motor vehicles, 
issugis-of license enumber plates, or 
fronf the postmaster in any town or 
village, and when completed should be 
forwarded with the fee of fifty cents 
£pr the'-license to the motor vehicle 
brancl^ office at either Calgary, Leth¬ 
bridge or Medicine Hat or to the office 
of the deputy provincial secretary at 
Edmonton. 

In addition to severe penalties for 
driving whilst intoxicated, reckless 
driving and other offences against the 
*ict, the license may be suspended or 
cancelled. 

Points to Remember 

You must— y 

1. Keep to the right when meet¬ 

ing, or being overtaken by, other 
vehicles. , 

2. Not drive a motor vehicle whilst 
under the influence of liquor, nor in 
a reckless manner. 

3. Never obstruct the highway, nor 
willingly hinder free passage of other 
traffic. 

4. Give audible warning of ap¬ 
proach whenever necessary. 

5. Stop on signal or request of con¬ 
stable in uniform or person in charge 
of horse. 

6. Secure car against being started, 
if left unattended. 

7. Carry your driving license when 
driving. Produce it to constable on 
demand. Never lend it to anyone 
else. 

8. See that your vehicle carries cor¬ 
rect registration marks, properly vis¬ 
ible. 

9. Carry proper lights during hours 
of darkness. 

10. Know speed limits on the high-
